6,587,127 [Leeke], Yoda U.S. Patent 5,515,268A [Yoda], and Latypovet al., U.S. Patent 
6,005,548 [Latypov], taken either individually or in combination with other prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest determining, at a website, whether the vision-enabled 
or standard content should be sent using the applet and based upon the plug-in 
program, dynamically displaying the image of the user combined with the selected 
subset of the vision-enabled content in a real-time interaction with a virtual environment 
and wherein the vision-enabled content includes one or more musicians in a music 
video. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The specific allowable feature, which distinguishes the present invention over the 
prior art is dynamically displaying the image of the user combined with the selected 
subset of the vision-enabled content in a real-time interaction with a virtual environment 
and wherein the vision-enabled content includes one or more musicians in a music 
video. 
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Claims 2-5, and 8-9, 11-14 and 16-18, 20-25 and 27 are respectively dependent 
upon Claims 1,10, 19 and 26 respectively and thus have all the limitations of claims 1, 
10, 19 and 26 and are allowable for that reason.
